W ith hu t one m em ber and the pres 
ident absent, the city council m et th 
board of public service at the wale 
w orks office last evening for a general 
discussion regarding th e finances r 
the city as they pertain to the watt 
works departm ent.

several thousand dollars which cannot 
be m ade unless council agrees to ap 
proprlate it the money.

of conversation for tw o weeks — tic 
m isappropriation m ade by council /or 
th e money of the w ater w o r k s - a n d 
the solicitor will be called upon to di 
rect the method of operation. 
T he hoard of public service, as was 
stated exclusively in the News Review 
on last Saturday, desires an appropria­ 
tion of about $3.ooo m ore than that 
originally m ade to carry 
the 
w ater 
w orks dep artm en t until th e first of the 
y ear and besides th at th e board w ants 
m oney appropriated 
to 
pay for im ­ 
provem ents decided upon and recom ­ 
m ended by Supt Morley, of the w ater 
works,

of the present small 
ones, 
se ttir 
them six feet higher, so they will h< 
above Ii I uh w ater m ark and perm I 
them to he used during high water.

new 
piimi 
which 
will 
be 
required very soon 
above high water. 
I recom m end ail changes and 
Im 
p a v e m e n t s to be m ade from the hut 
plus of the w ater w orks fund. 
By s 
doing it would require m ore time, as 
th e change would he m ade as the sui 
plus would permit, each change that 
would be m ade in its turn would work 
to a good advantage. 
By so doing a bond issue will h 
avoided. 
I hope you will Investigate 
this m a tte r before you decide to dis 
pose of any surplus money in any way 
w hatever, as the above Im provem ents 
are very im portant and neigjsssry.

Claim of Five Per Cent on Moneys 


Brought in By Suits is Not 


Yet Settled. 


Lisbon, N ovem ber 24.— (Special.) 
T w o eases in which C. E. Smith, of 
Colum biana, fo rm er county trea su re r 
w as plaintiff against the county, were 
argued before Ju d g e Hole yesterday 
afternoon. 
T he eases relate to claims 
for five per cent fees In transactions 
reg ard in g the collection of taxes eith 
cr by Mr. Sm ith or by his successor 
at th e conclusion of litigation which 
had been instituted during Mr. S m ith ’s 
adm inistration. 
In the first instance, the commission 
ers had refused to pay hills presented 
by Mr. Sm ith for five per cent fees in 
la s e s that w ere com m enced by injunc­ 
tions against him as trea su re r and 
Auditor J. F. Adams, but afterw ard 
dism issed as to the treasurer, who had 
been m ade a p a rty defendant. 
These 
eases included th e actions brought by 
M.E. Golding and the leading potteries 
of E ast Uverpool, and w ere prosecuted 
against the auditor alone, but were fin­ 
ally settled by the paym ent of the ass 
e ssm en ts objected to by the plaintiffs 
Tile question before the court was as 
to w h eth er Mr. Sm ith was entitled to 
com pensation for having been original­ 
ly a party to the suit. 
Judge Hole 
held against the plaintiff. 
In the oth er c as e Mr. Smith sued 
for five per cent ft e on m oneys brought 
into the county 
trea su re r 
through 
suits instituted by him while tre a su r­ 
er. 
T he action was brought under an 
old law passed May 12, 19<»2, which al- 
laws county trea su re rs five per cent 
on all moneys m ade on suits in stitu t­ 
ed by him, no m a tte r when the money 
is paid, 
Two of the actions in ques­ 
tion w ere com m enced before and four 
a fte r the passage o f this act, covering 
Into m ore than $6,000. 
Judge Hole 
took the ease un d er advisement.

a n a county, w here the celebrated raid 
cam e to an ignominious end. 
Colonel 
M organ was accom panied by his wife, 
who is accomplished and refined, and 
both were taken through th e instit.i 
tlon by W arden H ershey and shown 
every courtesy 
Tile capture of Morgan and ills men 
is fresh in th e m inds of the older res 
{dents of C olum biana 
and 
adjacent 
counties. 
E n terin g 
Ohio 
from 
the 
south, where they had spread te rro r 
and left devastation in 
th eir 
path, 
they began a raid tnro u g h th e state 
which for audacity 
has 
rarely been 
equalled. 
The boys in blue, reinforced 
by hom e guards, arm ed with 
every 
conceivable weapon, pursued the raid 
ers with relentless activity and soon 
cut off every avenue 
of 
escape for 
them , finally cornering them in Colum­ 
b iana county, w here M organ, realizing 
bt* was hopelessly hem m ed in and not 
wishing to sacrifice the lives of 
his 
men, surrendered to th e union forces 
T h o capitulation toon place n ear Went 
Point. 
T he prisoners w ere sent to tho Ohio 
penitentiary,

G eneral Morgan and several cf

Colonel 
Morgan

was confined and tlx* one u n d er which 
ho escaped are indicated by inscrip­ 
tions.

H e ascertained from a convict t hat 
th ere was an air duct u n d er the cell 
block in which they w ere confined. A 
convict had been s e n t in to the d e p a rt­ 
ment to replace broken w indow s and 
h e brought a long plank which w as 
placed from the cell block to the win­ 
dow. 
M organ walked o u t tho plank 
and m ade 
a 
survey of the outside. 
A fter til at work w as sta rte d on the 
tunnel. 
T he dirt was tak en out anil 
placed in a large sto v e used for h e a l­ 
ing the cell block. 
W hen th e tunnel 
w as com pleted each of th e men who 
escaped, seven 
In 
num ber, 
kicked 
through the thin c ru s t under his ceil 
and soon w ere in th e yard. T h e wall 
was sealed by 
aid of a long poker 
bent so as to catch on the top. 
Colonel Morgan m ad e no attem p t to 
escape. 
He left his cell and entered 
th a t vacated by his b ro th e r and soon 
a fte r tho prisoners' ab sen ce was noted. 
A rush was m ade for th e g e n era l’s cell, 
but In the confusion the fact th at the 
occupant was not t h e fam ous neb, I 
w as

tho loader had not aw ay, when th e 
cell was opened and Colonel Morgan 
w alked out.

From the 
Preterit Agreement Are 
Asked— Im p toy a re 
Raise Strenu 
cue Objection to Closing at 
O’clock Through the Week. 


Local division No. 343, Journeymen 
Barbers' union, bas prepared a new 
wage agreement for the year 1904 and 
it is being presented to the employers 
this week. A copy of the agreement 
will be handed to every employer of 
the city and the committee of the un 
ion making the distribution 
claims 
that several have already affixed their 
signatures. For the most part, how 
ever, the employers are taking time 
to consider, while others say they will 
resist certain changes asked from the 
present agreement. 


It will be noticed that the employer* 
have been asked to make an answer 
on December 2 and that the agreement 
is to become effective on anuary I. 
A radical change in the opening and 
closing hours is demanded and several 
employers have already stated that 
there will be trouble if the men insist 
upon enforcing IL This Is the cur 
tailing of the working day one bour in 
the evening, from 7 until 8 o’clock, the 
busiest and best time, it is claimed. 
They say if the shops close at 7 o’clock 
the workers of the city will have no 
chance at all to get borne from work, 
eat supper and get to a shop. It will 
be impossible to operate a shop with 
profit, say the employers, except on 
Saturdays. 
Another objectionable feature to the 


employers in the demand for the shops 
to close at l l o’clock Saturday nights 
Some of the stores do not close until 
that hour and the clerks thus employed 
would be compelled to go 
without 
their customary shave. 
At present 
the clerks fill several of the shops just 
before the closing hour. 
On the other hand the men claim 
that the work day is now much too 
long and that closing an hour earlier 
'will not work a hardship on the em 
ployers or patrons. They will insist 
on this clause of the agreement. 
The hour for opening is not a matter 
of such great moment a* there is very 
little trade until 9 or IO o’clock. Sev 
eral employers are willing to shorten 
the working day lf the time can be 
taken off at tbe beginning of the day 
The agreement desired by the union 
is given below in full: 
Dear Sir and Fellow Craftsman: 
"The following is an exact copy of 
the proposed scale and agreement for 
the ensuing year, beginning January I, 
1904. Same is presented to you for 
perusal 
and 
consideration. Hoping 
that after due deliberation you will be 
in position to willingly add your Big 
nature to tbe article as presented and 
place in the hands of the committee 
that is instructed to call on you not 
later than December 2. 1903. Trusting 
that you will be able to see matters 
in the same light as members of No. 
343, J. B. U., I remain,

“Secretary J. B. U. 
Articles of Agreement. 
To be in effect on and after January 
1904, and until January I. 1905, by 
and between the Barbers’ Association 
and individual shop owners of the city 
of East Liverpool, Ohio, of the first 
part and the members of the Journey­ 
men Barbers’ Union No. 343, of East 
Liverpool, Ohio, of the second part, 
vis: 
The parties to the agreement each 
covenant and agree to and with each 
other jointly and severally to be gov­ 
erned by tbe following scale, condi­ 
tions and prices as hereinafter set 
forth, to-wlt: 
Journeymen wages to be $12 a week 
and one-half over $18 a week taken in 
per week by said journeyman. Jour­ 
neymen working by the day shall re­ 
ceive for Saturday $4 or 65 per cent 
on the dollar, according to the agree­ 
ment between said journeyman and 
his employer.

Journeymen are to receive $2 or 65 per 
cent, according to agreement. 
For each day In the week, beginning 
April I and ending November I they 


shall begin work at 7 a. rn. and the re­ 
mainder of the year not specified they 
shall commence work at 7:30 a. rn. 
For Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, the closing hour 
shall be 7 p. rn.; on Saturday the bour 
shall be ll p. rn. 
All shops to bo closed all day on the 
following holidays: New Years, Deco 
ration Day, 
July 
4, 
Labor 
Day, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, except 
when one of said holidays shall come 
on Saturday or Monday. 
In event of 
same all shops may remain open from 
the arranged opening hour for that 
portion of the year, until 12 o’clock, 
noon. Labor Day, occurring on Mon­ 
day each year, is to be excepted and 
shops shall remain closed all day as 
previously arranged.
